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Armistice Signed at 
5 a.m. Year Ago Today; 
Effective 6 Hours Later 
HE armi&ice terms, which 
rE brought the world war to an 
end were accepted and signed 
by the German envoys at Marshal. 
Foch’s headquarters at Rethon- 
des at 5 . m. a year ago today 
They became effective 6 hours 
Aater, fighting ceasing all along 
thé baktle line at 11 a. m., the 
hour that marked the actual end 
of the war. 

Owing to the difference in 
time between Washington and 
Parig, it was midnight in Wash- 
ington when the Germans at- 
tached their signatures to the 
historic document, but it was not 
untilan hour later that official 
Washington received she news of 
the great event. Shortly thereaft- 
er. an official confirmation Was 
sent out from the office of the 
Secretary of State and a great 
celebration was begun throukh- 
out.the country. 

The official apnaouncement was 
brought to St. ALoulis by the As- 
sociated Press at 2:30 a. m™.

Identified by Three Men. 

James R. Harris, 5933A Wells ave- 
nue, identified Murphy as one of sev- 
eral men who had obtained $10,000 
from him in East St. Louis in May, 
1916. The method he recounted to 
the police at that time was almost 
id_ntical with that employed with 
Collins. 

As was told exclusively In late edi- 
tions of yestérday’s Post-Dispatch 
John T. Taylor of Belleville, a for- 
i'mer cual op-_rator, identified Murphy 
as one of a gang that obtained $25.,- 
'000 from him in Kansas City in 
March, 1916, and Louis G. Hoff, 
“316 Itaska street, identified Mur- 
phy as one of three men who en- 
ticed him into a fake horse race bet 
in which he lost $3000 at Detroit in 
March, 1916. 

Taylor explained to the authori- 
ties that he hed never before made 
public his loss, as he had wished to 
avoid publicity. After identifying 


' Murphy, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter the details of the swindle. 

“I was summoned by telephone to 
a bank at Belleville Feb. 21. 1916, 
and there met an affable stranger 
who Introduced himself as Mr. Ter- 
ry, representing a Western syndicate 
of capitalists,”’ said Taylor. 

Anxious for Options. 


“*Terry’ told be the financiers 
were anxious to get options on some 
mining property at Bartelso, just 
east of Belleville, and if they suc- 
ceeded they were willing to 
chase a large tract of land and pre- 
sent it to one of the churches. He 
said that he had some mine lands 
near Omaha, Neb., under consider- 
ation and tnduced me to accompany 
him there and give expert advice. 
Mrs. Taylor went along. 

“At Omaha ‘Terry’ seemed to 
know everybody. We were enter- 
tained for a week with dinners and 
theater parties every evening. We 
had wine and occupied box seats at 
the best shows. ‘Terry's’ friends 
evidently had plenty of -noney. 

“One afternoon I was induced to 
accompany ‘Terry’ and two other 
men to an ‘exclusive club’ in Omaha 
/it was located in a fashionable resi-
